Paris, June 2?.—In the chamber 


of deputies today M. Paul Deroulede, 
founder of the so-called league of 
patriots and a member for the An- 
gouleme division of Charente, intro- 
duced a proposal for a revision of the 
constitution, with a view of substi- 
tuting "a popular for a parliamen- 
tary republic," and. demanded ur- 
gency for his motion. 


The premier, M. Waldeck-Rous- 


seau, opposed the proposition and 
asked that the motion be referred to 
a committee. 


M. Deroulede requested permission 


to speak, but the president of the 
chamber, M. Deschanel, refused to al- 
low him to do so. 


M. Lasies, anti-Semite member for 


the Condom division of Gers, accused 
the premier of having recourse to 
subterfuges and a violent tumult en- 
sued. Several of the deputies tried 
to speak, hut their voices were 
drowned and the president was com- 
pelled to suspend the session. 


When it was resumed urgency was 


proposed for M. Deroulede's motion 
and was defeated by a vote of 397 to 
70. 


Another conference was held today 
between representatives of the pack- 
ing firms in regard to arranging a 
setlement of the troubles. Most of 
the packers were in favor of granting 
the demands of the men. It was be- 
lieved that an amicable agreement 
would be reached before night, and 
that by tomorrow all the strikers will 
have returned to work. The strikers 
claim that they have 1,200 men out. 


BLACK PLAGUE ABOARD. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 27.—The 


steamer Nipon Maru, which was 
held at Honolulu on account of the 
rumored death of a passenger from 
black plague, arrived here today and 
was ordered to the quarantine sta- 
tion. She has a large passenger list 
and her health conditions will not be 
announced until after the medical 
examination has been completed. It 
is believed that there are no more 
cases of the plague on board.

speak, on their last legs. 


"Did you read that expression of 


the attorney general of the United 
States in which he said that the in- 
vestors in trusts would be the suf- 
ferers—not the publicP" said Mr. 
Fairbanks. 


"Well, his head may be level. The 


investors have a stomach full of 
trusts. Trust stocks are down from 
15 to 20 points and the investors 
dou't bite like they did. 
The fu- 


rore is wearing oft. It takes a big- 
ger chunk of bait and a better qual- 
ity to have any tempting effect than 
it did a while back. I don't know 
that it is possible to put through 
any trust deal on a large scale in 
the future. There is going to be a 
lull in the trust operations for some 
months, at least, while the people 
who have money are away at the 
summer resorts, and there may be 
a revival of operations in the fall, 
but not until then.

This 
last estimate will oblige the war de- 
partment to secure more troops. 


General Otis' sick report and his 


casualty list make it evident that 
provision must be made at once to 
supply a shortage of about 15 per 
cent, in his force. The officials are 
taking into consideration the assur- 
ance of the medical authorities that 
no diminution to this disability rate 
can be expected during the wet sea- 
son, but that the conditions may 
grow even worse as the season ad- 
vances. 


Many of these men will have to be 


invalided home to the United States, 
it being demonstrated particularly in 
the typhoid cases that convalescence 
is rare unless the patient leaves the 
Philippines. 
Thus the department 


will be under the necessity of keep- 
ing up a steady flow of recruits from 
the United States if General Otis' de- 
sire is to be complied with. The re- 
cruiting officers' reports indicate an 
ability on their part to supply 1,000 
men a week, more than sufficient, it 
is believed, to meet General Otis' 
needs in the future, while as for the 
present, the department has assem- 
bled 5,000 recruits at San Francisco, 
ready for transportation as soon as 
ships can be found.

They cannot be noted in groups, but 
must be taken singly. 


"The most recent conspicuous ex- 


ampl^ before the world 'today is Wil- 
liam McKinley. His ancestry came 
across the blue sea from the Emerald 
Isle. 
He inherits their 
voluble 


speech and ready wit. He was born 
in our Buckeye state, near New Lis- 
bon, where this writer caught his 
first inspiration of learning. 
His 


parents were persons of good sense 
fair education and business ability 
His father was a manufacturer of 
iron, and the fortunes of tariff, 01 
no tariff, taught them to cherish the 
doctrines of protection. I very wel 
remember the destruction of fur- 
naces' in Eastern Ohio and Western 
Pennsylvania, where the McKinley 
family were schooled in the doctrin 
of protection.
